20 New Members 
Join Association 

NCAA membership has skyrock- 
eted to an all-time record high with 
the addition of 20 new members in 
the last two months, Executive Di- 
rector Walter Byers has announced. 

There are presently 645 member 
institutions, conferences, associate 
and affiliated organizations belong- 
ing to the NCAA, Byers said. As- 
sociation membership has more than 
doubled in the last 15 years, with 90 
per cent of the increase coming in 
the rapidly expanding College Divi- 
sion. 

Fourteen new active members are 
among the incoming group. Also in- 
cluded are four associate members, 
one allied conference and one affili- 
ated organization.

Convention 
To Begin 
January 10 

As is ever the case, the NCAA's 
jubilee Convention in Washington, 
D. C, January 10-13, will be any- 
thing but humdrum. 

The year's largest gathering of 
athletic administrators, coaches and 
ocials, affiliate, allied and just 
plain interested groups will descend 
on the nation's capital for the 60th 
time since the NCAA's founding in 
1906 to deal with hundreds of myri- 
ad problems which plague, chal- 
lenge and inspire the men of college 
sport. They'll number nearly 3,000. 

To celebrate its jubilee, the NCAA 
will honor 50 distinguished mem- 
bers of the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the Federal Gov- 
ernment — all varsity sports letter- 
men in their college days. Three 
cabinet members, 17 senators and 30 
congressmen make up the list of 
honorees who will receive com- 
memorative plaques during a spe- 
cial luncheon January 11 at the 
Sheraton - Park Hotel, Convention 
headquarters for the NCAA.

The American Football Coaches 
Association will provide the largest 
single group of delegates to the 
combined meetings, approximately 
1,700. They meet at the Shoreham, 
also January 10-13, and their Coach 
of the Year dinner on the final night 
will close out the entire conclave. 

Actually, things get under way 
as early as Friday, January 7, when 
the United States Track Coaches 
Association members meets in the 
first of two daily clinics. The Amer- 
ican Association of College Baseball 
Coaches begins three days of busy 
meetings Saturday, January 8, at 
the Mayflower Hotel. The baseball 
Coach of the Year dinner highlights 
their sessions, Monday, January 10. 
Also meeting are The National As- 
sociation of Collegiate Directors of 
Athletics, the College Athletic Busi- 
ness Managers Association, College 
Sports Information Directors Asso- 
ciation, Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes and National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame.

The National Collegiate Athletic Association's supreme authority — its 
annual national Convention — will consider at this 60th session a variety 
of subjects which both reflect on the trends in higher education generally 
and which will blaze the trail for intercollegiate athletics in the future. 

College-professional sports relations, establishment of minimum acad- 
emic standards for student-athletes, a proposed return to single-platoon 
football and limited substitution — these are some of the prominent issues 
with which the Washington Convention will deal. 

Seven of the proposed amendments to the NCAA constitution and by- 
laws come sponsored or endorsed by the NCAA Council. The proposal 
to eliminate unlimited substitution comes in the form of a resolution to be 
offered by the University of New Mexico, on behalf of the presidents of 
the Western Athletic Conference. 

Following is a capsulized summary of proposed amendments: 

From the Council 

To the Constitution — Principles of Ethical Conduct — Incorporate the 
terms of the 59th Convention Resolution and subsequent referendum pro- 
hibiting member institutions and their personnel from accepting com- 
pensation, directly or indirectly for scouting or negotiating on behalf of 
professional sports organizations. 

To the Constitution — Eligibility — Would refine the present five-year 
rule, enabling the split-season sport participant to complete a full final 
season's eligibility if he be eligible under the five-year rule during the 
first semester (or quarter) of that split-season. 

To the By-laws — Committees — Committee on Competitive Safeguards 
and Medical Aspects of Sports would be increased from six to seven mem- 
bers with one member to be selected from NCAA Football Committee. 

To the By-laws — Eligibility for NCAA Events — Would permit a fresh- 
man to become eligible for varsity sports upon completion of one academic 
year as defined by certifying institution and eliminate calendar year re- 
quirement. 

To the By-laws — College Division Exceptions to Eligibility for NCAA 
Events — Would raise the male enrollment figure from 750 to 1250 to deter- 
mine freshman eligibility for varsity NCAA college division competition. 

To the By-laws — Limitation of Playing Seasons — Would permit schedul- 
ing of one 'club' team member of the Basketball Federation of the United 
States not to be computed in 26 game maximum allowable basketball sea- 
son schedule. 

To the By-laws — Exceptions to Playing Seasons — Would make it man- 
datory that games played on foreign tour during the permissible playing 
and practice season be computed in 26-game maximum allowable basket- 
ball season schedule. 

From the Atlantic Coast Conference 

To the Constitution — Principles Governing Financial Aid — Would 
limit the number of grants-in-aid or scholarships, full or partial to in- 
coming students, freshman or transfer, to a maximum of 35 in football and 
five in basketball in any one year. 

To the By-laws — 1.6 Eligibility for NCAA Events — Would make it 
mandatory for incoming student-athletes, in addition to present require- 
ments, to have a combined score of at least 800 on the verbal and math- 
ematics sections of the Scholastic Aptitude Tests, or a composite score 
of at least 18 on the American College Test, whichever test is required 
of all applicants. 

Reduce 1.6 requirement to 1.3 for freshman year performance only. 
To the By-laws — Limitation of Playing Seasons — Would not permit 
basketball practice to begin prior to November 1, instead of October 15. 

From the Southeastern Conference 

To the By-laws — 1.6 Eligibility for NCAA Events — Would move back 
the effective date of the 1.6 legislation from January 1, 1966 to January 1, 
1967. 

Would limit subsequent scholarship and grant-in-aid awards and elig- 
ibility (under the 1.6 provisions) to juniors and seniors rather than 
sophomores, juniors and seniors. 

Would eliminate entire paragraph (2) of Article 4, Section 6-(b), thus 
eliminating all minimum 1.6 academic requirements for enrolled student- 
athletes. 

From the Southwest Conference 

To the By-laws — 1.6 Eligibility for NCAA Events — Would add "insti- 
tutional employment" and participation in "athletic practice sessions" to 
the restrictions on incoming student-athletes who do not qualify for aid 
under the 1.6 legislation. 

From the Big Eight 

To the By-laws — 1.6 Eligibility for NCAA Events — Would move back 
the effective date of the first paragraph [Article 4, Section 6-(b) -(1)] 
of the 1.6 legislation from January 1, 1966 to January 1, 1967.

Western Michigan, 
Luther, St. Louis 
Final '65 Champs 

Western Michigan, St. Louis and 
San Diego State are the first NCAA 
team champions for the 1965-66 ac- 
ademic year. 

Western Michigan won the Na- 
tional Collegiate Cross - Country 
Championships at Kansas, St. Louis 
captured the NCAA Soccer Cham- 
pionship on its home grounds, and 
San Diego State ran away with the 
title at the National College Divi- 
sion Cross-Country Championships 
at Wheaton College. 

Individual titlists at the cross- 
country meets were John Lawson, 
Kansas senior, at the University Di- 
vision meet, and Gene Takle, Luther 
senior, at the College Division run. 

Lawson easily won the cross- 
country meet, defeating runner-up 
Eamon O'Reilly of Georgetown by 
150 yards. Doug Brown, Montana's 
ace, stayed with Lawson for four 
miles before he collapsed and was 
unable to continue. Defending 
champion Elmore Banton of Ohio 
was seventh. Western Michigan 
placed 5-14-17-22-23 to win the 
team crown without pressure. 

Takle, who won the three-mile 
and six-mile runs at the College 
Division track meet last year, wasn't 
pressed, either. Dennis Boeher of 
Western Illinois was second and Da- 
vid Herren of South Dakota third. 

St. Louis cruised to its fifth NCAA 
soccer championship in seven years 
by nudging Michigan State, 1-0, on 
a penalty kick by Olympian Carl 
Gentile. Gentile was the starting 
rightfielder on St. Louis' 1965 base- 
ball team which finished third in 
the College World Series. 

St. Louis reached the finals by 
dropping the 1964 champion, Navy, 
3-1. Michigan State defeated Army 
by an identical score in the other 
semifinal contest. 

Machinery Established 
For Soccer Certification 

Machinery has been established 
to implement Article 3, Section 10- 
(d), NCAA Constitution, regarding 
certification of outside soccer teams. 

The legislation, adopted at the 
1965 NCAA Convention, prohibits 
collegiate players from competing 
on outside soccer teams during the 
intercollegiate soccer season or from 
competing on any occasion on an 
outside soccer team which has not 
been approved by the Council. 

The Council passed the authority 
for approving the outside soccer 
teams to the institution's director of 
athletics for most of the first year 
until it could organize the machin- 
ery to implement the legislation. 

Forms for approving outside soc- 
cer teams may be acquired from 
the Association's executive offices.

Coaches and directors of athletics 
at NCAA member institutions have 
been asked to aid the Conseil 
International du Sport Militaire 
(CISM) by notifying the organiza- 
tion when an outstanding athlete 
from their college is inducted into 
any branch of the armed services. 

CISM, translated into English as 
the International Military Sports 
Council, is an organization dedi- 
cated to the promotion of good- 
will through military sports compe- 
tition. It is sometimes referred to 
as the Military Olympics, but, un- 
like the Olympics, is held annually. 

In its 17-year existence, CISM has 
sponsored more than 200 interna- 
tional championships for more than 
25,000 military athletes. Nineteen 
different sports championships are 
sponsored by CISM. 

Team sports cover basketball, 
soccer, water polo, field hockey, vol- 



leyball and orienteering. Individual 
competition is held in fencing, 
swimming and diving, shooting, 
track and field, wrestling, boxing, 
parachuting, judo, modern pentath- 
lon and cross-country. 

Personnel at NCAA institutions 
may help CISM and encourage com- 
petition for their athletes by notify- 
ing CISM when an outstanding col- 
lege athlete is inducted into the 
armed service. 

If the coach or athletic director 
will notify CISM where the young 
man is stationed and the sport in 
which he participates, the athlete 
will be considered for future CISM 
competition.
